—Car weight is the name of the 
design game these days. Re¬ 
duced weight improves the gas 
mileage and car makers are be¬ 
ing pressured by the government 
to improve mileage. That’s why 
you see so much plastic inside 
and why you see the boxy shape 
outside. That shape has to do 
with a light-weight steel that 
car-makers went to a few years 
ago. It’s light, but it’s not very 
ductile. That’s “steel lingo” for 
formable. You can only form 
simple shapes with it, thus, the 
boxy cars. There’s hope for the 
future, however. GM has been 


experimenting with a new type 
of steel that is just as lightweight 
but it’s much more ductile. They 
even formulated it themselves, 
the tricky devils! That may 
mean that we, who are intensely 
involved with the aesthetics of 
the automobile, can look for¬ 
ward to GM cars with more 
graceful lines. Don’t hold your 
breath, though. There’s a five- 
year lead-time on car designs. In 
other words, they’re designing 
the 1985 cars with 1980 technol¬ 
ogy. But who knows?
